He was on guard outside the 
embassy Wednesday when the gunmen 
stormed it and bundled him inside.

They appealed for information from any 
taxi-driver who might have delivered some- 
one near the embassy carrying what looked as 
if it might have been a weapon wrapped in 
cloth.

ADEN, May 3 (Agencies) — North

RIYADH, April 3 — An apparently Brit- 
ish construction company foiled to receive 
the SR 636 million Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs staff bousing contract recently at feast 
partly because of its nationality, an official 
has confirmed. 

Dr. Muhammad A1 Sheikh, director of the 
bureau for MFA staff housing and the dip- 
lomatic quarter, said nationality was" among 
the factors ” of what he termed a ” conscious 
decision *’ la award the contract. It was, he 
said, " One that did not help/* ” 

Prince Salman, governor of Riyadh and 
chairman of the higher executive committee 
for the transfer of the. foreign ministry and 
foreign embassies, signed the contract last 
Thursday with Kuk Dong of Korea. 

This was the day after British Ambassador 
James Craig had been asked by Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud AJ Faisal to leave the 
Kingdom in a move signalling the lowering of 
relations between the countriesin reaction to 
the British film Oeatk of a Princess. 

Arab Sews Tuesday quoted highly placed 
sources as saying that an unidentified British 
company had been excluded from negotiat- 
ing for the contract because of “ lade. of inter- . 
est. " It quoted trade; officials as saying no 
British complies were bidding : (semi) Brit- 
ish construction sources had said they didn't 
know of any bidders. 

There was a British company Dr. Sheikh, 
who is dean of Riyadh University’s faculty of 
engineering confirmed. Joannou and Paras- 
kevaides had put m a lower original bid than 
Kuk Dong. Joanhou and Parasite vaides arc in 
fact Greek Cypriot and only technically Brit- 
ish because they arc registered m Guernsey, 
one of the offshore Channel Islands, which 
are traditional tax havens. But the bureau 
was unaware of this: 

A spokesman for Joannou ind Paras- 
kevaides declined to comment on the con- 
tract's loss. 

Dr. Sheikh pointed oufihdt Saudi regula- 
tions don't require contracts to go to the low- 
est bidder.

636 million contract was in any ease for less 
than Joannou and Parasite vaides's first bid.

Ghotbzadeh concludes Arab tour 


MANAMA, Bahrain, May 3 (AP) — Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh 
flew home Friday winding up a week-long 
fence-mending trip to six Arab countries. 

Ghotbzadeh spent a few hours in talks with 
the ruler of this island state Sheikh Issa Ben 
Salman Al- Khalifa, and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mo hamma d Ben Mnbarah Al- 
Khalifa. He arrived here earlier in the day 
from the United Arab Emirates.

He -escaped an 
assassination attempt while in Kuwait last 
Tuesday.

“In the face of new grave military threats, 
Pakistan k enhancing internal unity and mak- 
ing steady efforts to strengthen its national 
defense,” Hua said. 44 We believe the Pakistan 
government and people will be able to over- 
come all difficulties and effectively defend 
their country.” 

In his speech, China’s official Xinhua news 
agency repented, Zia declared: “Pakistan and 
China stand together in opposition to all 
forms of aggression, intervention and bege- 
monism anywhere and everywhere. They 
have presented a united and resolute front in 
opposition to imperialism and colonialism in 
aD thefr forms and manifestations.

An end to the refugee influx into 
P akistan is not in sight,” Zia said. 

Hua said the Soviet intervention “not only 
poses a threat to tiie security of tiie South 
Arian countries, but also seriously endangers 
the peace of Asia and tiie whole world.” 

Zia was due to have two more rounds of 
talks with Deng before frying to North Korea 
for a three-day visit next Friday.

JEDDAH, May 3 — Jerry Hurst and 
Donna Perry are the singles champions of the 
Air France Open tennis tournament, which 
ended' Saturday in Jeddah.

6-3, 6-3, and Perry sailed from a slow start to 
beat Jo Sundin 7-5, 6-1 to take the women’s 
singles. 

More than 250 people attended the finals 
matches after 10 days of competition. The 
singles winners received return crip tickets to 
Paris courtesy of the tournament organizers, 
while all quarter and semifinalists received 
other prizes donated by Air France and 
Meridien Hotel, the tournament sponsors. 

The men's singles produced a high stan- 
dard of tennis that was perhaps doser than 
the score indicates. Both Hurst and ReilJy 


play in the Jeddah Tennis League. Hurst for 
New Jeddah Airport and Redly for Saudi 
Letco. The last time they met in the league, 
Reilly had been Che victor. 

Both players are from the United 
States, Hurst having played in the U.S. Open 
at Forest Hills as well as having represented 
the University of California. His previous 
opponents indude Arthur Ashe and Road 
Laver — both highly ranked worldwide. 

The ladies' singles also produced some 
excellent competition after Sundin took an 
early jead in die first set 4-1. Bui after the 
floodlights came on. Perry soon took charge 
and eroded Sundin’s lead, taking the set 7-5. 
In the second set Perry Jed all the way, caking 
advantage of her momentum from the first 
set to win 6-1.

Perry is from the 
United States, while Sundin hails from Swe- 
den. 


ROME, May 3 (R) — Olympic committees 
from 20 West European countries Saturday 
met to find a formula for saving the Moscow 
Olympic Games, already hit % a U.S.-led 
boycott over the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

In an attempt to salvage at least the 
remnants of the Olympic spirit. French 
National Committee President Claude Col- 
lard presented a plan to take politics out of 
the games. 

The French proposals to the committees 
meeting here included the scrapping of 
national anthems and flags and restricting the 
time individual athletes spend in Moscow to 
when they are competing in events. 

But these ideas, tending to reduce the 
nationalism which many committees believe 
has ruined previous games, may be too little 
and too late. 

The International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) Executive Committee meeting in 
Lausanne two weeks ago ruled out individual 
as opposed to national entries, and 1 5 coun- 
tries have already said they will join the 
boycott. 

IOC Director Monique Berlioux will rep- 
resent its president. Lord Killanin, at the 
Rome meeting, but is not expected to make 
any new official proposals. 

The main interest will be to see whose 
influence is most persuasive on the National 
Olympic committees (NOCs) still undecided 
on whether to stay away from the July games. 

The West German government has called 
for a boycott, and its NOC is likely to support 
it when it announces its derision on May 1 5. 

By contrast. Britain’s NOC has said it will 
ignore a government boycott call, leaving the 
derision to individual sports' federations, 
three of which have said they will not go to 
Moscow. 


The French NOC will make up its mind on 
May 1 3 and most other European countries* 
in the few days before the May 24 deadline- 
for national entries. 

Ta king part in the Rome meeting are NOC 
delegates from Andorra. Austria, Belgium, 
Britain. Denmark, Finland. France, Greece, 
Ireland.

Asked about his government’s stand on the question of 
Iranian hostages held in London. Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh said that Iran will not submit to terrorists black- 
mail. Ail well and good. This should be the stand of ail 
responsible governments. Except that the minister seems to 
forget the action of his own govern meat in holding the Ameri- 
can hostages, which is as devoid of moral and 1 egal basis as that 
of The dissidents holding the Iranian hostages in London. Such 
actions have to be condemned out of hand, no matter what 
reasons are advanced for their undertaking. Furthermore, the 
Iranian action in holding the American hostages is the more 
dangerous for the direct threat to world peace it now presents. 

Ghotbzadeh* s statement is only a sample of the double- 
think now governing official Iranian thought. Another impor- 
tant instance is that of the principle of noor interference in the 
interaal affairs of other countries, which provided Iran with a 
substantial part of its case against the United States. Bat no 
sooner that the revolutionary regime came into being than it 
started to agitate across its borders to export its revolution, 
whether directly or by inciting the people of those countries 
against their regimes. 

An extension of this is the present Iranian stand on the three 
islands in the Gulf, occupied by the Shah in furtherance of his 
self-assigned role as the area’s policeman. While the 
revolutionary regime says that it abjures that role, it neverthe- 
less retains the islands, declaring loudly that they are Iranian, 
and that the whole of Gulf is Iranian. 

This is in fact what Ghotbzadeh himself asserted, while 
conducting his tour of the Gulf states. He did so, moreover in 
such blunt, undiplomatic terms, that the reaction was very 
sharp, and his trip, originally meant to calm the tension bet- 
ween Iran and the Arab countries of the Gulf, raised it apprec- 
iably. 

- A policy based on double standards cannot but rebound on 
its upholders. To abandon international law in relation to 
other countries does nothing but incite them to reciprocate in 
kind. The net effect will be the rein traduction into the area of 
the same foreign interference that the Iranian revolution came 
tc expel.

LONDON— 

Many of China’s leaders, including Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiaoping, believe Mao's two -decade hatred 
of Moscow was overdrawn and is outdated. 

The upper reaches of the Central Committee axe 
thronged with veterans who have old comrades in 
die Kremlin whom they do not view, despite much 
that has gone before, as bloody-handed aggressors 
or new-capitalists. 

In 1966 the disgraced Liu Shaoqi received harsh 
treatment for having suggested that Russia and 
fliina had much in common. His recent triumphant 
rehabilitation furnishes jut part of the evidence of 
PpJring’s change of heart 
■It is conceivable, therefore, that negotiations are 
currently afoot in some Chinese or Russian chancel- 
lery. The Kissinger-Nixon demarche of 1971-72 
eluded most observers because the infinitely secret 
preparations were submerged in the violence of the 
Vietnamese war. 

Last month an article in the official People *s 
Daffy cast doubt on Mao’s entire theoretical justifi- 
cation for the Sino-Soviet split 

For instance, in the sixties, Soviet “productive 
forces” — the nature of the economic system and its 
goal? — were termed “reviskraisf’, a view now 
described as “nltxa-leff' Peking’s base-level for 
abuse. 

As the People ’s Daffy points out, to sustain the 
attack on the Russians for developing a consumer- 
oriented economy exposes China’s modernization 
schemes to charges of irrationality and humbug. 

In this light, Russia’s aggressiveness abroad was 
distinguished from its “basically socialist” essence 
at a September seminar on Soviet literature in Har- 
bin, a major indntrial city in Oiina’s northwest 


Recently released, the proceedings reveal only 
“some comrades” insisting that Russian adventures 
reflect an inner malfunction and a ’’degraded mor- 
tity." 

By contrast, most of the 116 delegates agreed 
that, although imperfect and rigid, Russia’s social- 
ism remains intact In any event everyone present 
agreed the situation deserves “factual investiga- 
tion”, a Chinese code-phrase for departures from 
Mao’s dogmatism. 

Nonetheless, the weight of die evidence is against 
a rapid Moscow Peking detente. 

Most significant is the Chinese propaganda bar- 
rage against the Russian occupation of Afghanis- 
tan, summed up in Peking “as a part of Moscow’s 
grand strategy for world domination.” This ixxvas- 
tion, China insis ts, caps years of Soviet depreda- 
tions beginning with intrusions into Czechoslovakia 
in 1968 and across the Chinese border in 1969. 

Subsequently, Russia’s proxies were busy in 
Zaire and Ethiopia. More dramatically, Moscow’s 
Hants clients have threatened Chinese possessions 
and the integrity erf Cambodia. Now, with its inva- 
sion of Afghanistan, “the Soviet Union has come 
out to do its own nefarious work and has sent its 
own troops to take over a Third World country .” 

These Russian moves, the Chinese maintain, pre- 
sent the rest of the world with a dilemma. Already 
the master in Vietnam, Moscow now menaces the 
Indian Ocean, and with its bases in the Red Sea and 
the Bab-d- Mandeb Strait, will soon bestride “the 
vital sea lanes bringing oil to Western Europe, the 
United States, and Japan.” 

Not a moment too soon, in Peking’s view, the 
US. has woken up to the results (rf its strategic 
weaknesses and inattention (its foolishness in Viet- 
nam left its real interests untended) and, with “the 
danger of war rising”, has returned to the great task 
of thwarting Moscow’s expansion. 

The resulting Chinese- American mffitaxy links— 


as yet embryonic — have provoked Russian 
counter-blasts at Washington's use of “the China 
card". 

In February , Pntrda charged the U.S. with “using 
the present Peking leaders as an. instrument in its 
global hegemomstic policy, a policy based on anti- 
Sovietism common to both die Peking leaden and 
die U.S. administration.” Not long ago Leonid. 
Brezhnev threatened to obliterate China if it 
accepted American nuclear weapons. 

But most dimming, perhaps, of hopes for a 
Moscow-Pelting reconciliation is the history of the 
relationship itself. Here pessimism most prevail. 

Except for pan erf the decade 1950-1960 rela- 
tions between die two countries have been poor to 
bad. From 1927, when Stalin abandoned Ac infant 
“Chinese Communist Party to fend for itsdf against a 
Ictnang Kai-shek coup, through 1945 when he 
advised Mao to do a deal with A same arch- rival, 
C hina had littie reason to trust its mentors. 

After Ae Communist assumption of power in 
194 9, the “contra dictions” wi A Moscow eventually 
reached a peak in I960 when Ae Russian advisers 
downed tools and went home. 

Thereafter, on virtually every fundamental issue, 
tiie two Communist giants have differed, sometimes 
violently, wheAer it was over Ae Cuban missile 
crisis, Ae Smo-Iudian border war, China’s acqoisi-. 
tion of nuclear weapons (even from Ae Soviets), 
the sporadic collisions along their enormous com- 
mon bender, or the nature of socialism itself. 

Within Ae last few days a Peking spokesman has 
reiterated that China’s posi ton on the Soviet Union 
“remains the same, with no changes”. 

Historians, however, record Ae resolution of 
other prolonged ideological, territorial, and milit- 
ary disputes, and signs exist that, despite mutual 
hatred and distrust, China and Russia are beckon- 
ing to each other through the smoke. (OFNS) 


Evaluating U.S. arms sales

WASHINGTON — 

Official attitudes toward arms sale policy are 
shifting again. Many deals Aat should be avoided 
are filtering through a bureaucracy that is no longer 
deterred by President Timmy Carter’s policy, as 
expressed in 1 977 , to sharply curtail weapons trans- 
fers. However, given Ae current mood of Ae 
administration, only Ae U.S. Congress can prevent 
a return to Ae uncritical approach to arms sales of 
Ae Nixon and Ford administrations. 

The sale of sophisticated weapons is a significant 
political act. It associates Ae seller wiA Ae specific 
personalities and policies of Ae purchasing gov- 
ernment. thus involving Ae seller in Ae foreign 
government’s domestic politics. A derision to sell 
arms is viewed as a sign of approval and encour- 
agement; a decision in favor of restraint is taken as a 
signal of disapproval. 

Recent sales of advanced military equip men t to 
Egypt are likely to boost President Anwar Sadat’s 
domestic and international positions. Continued 
sales of weapons to Egypt are essential if America is 
to have a chance of inducing other Arab countries 
to lend even tacit support to Ae peace process. 

On Ae other han d, when Ae new administration 
decided in June 1977 to honor prior commitments 
to sell Ae super-advanced AWACS — airborne 
warning and control system — aircraft to Iran, it 


linked itself firmly to Ae policies of Ae Shah. In Ae 
minds of Ae Shah’s many opponents, America was 
endorsing Iran’s excessive spending on Ae armed 
forces at Ae expense of domestic needs. The sym- 
bolism of this decision was more important than Ae 
actual diversion of Iranian resources. Stiff, America 
missed a chance to put distance between Ae new 
administration and Ae Shah. (The timing of Ae 
revolution prevented ,the AWACS transaction from 1 
being completed.) 1 

Derisions in favor erf restraint similarly have had 
mixed results. The U>S. unwillingness to sell a vari- 
ety of weapons to Argentina and several other Latin 
American states, largely on human- rights grounds, 
have dearly not been ben e ficial. Not only have 
these derisions strained U.S. relations with Aese : 
countries but also they have needlessly lost markets 
for U.S. manufacturers. 

A prime example* of Ae potential benefits of 
restraint can be seen- in Korea. Despite continued 
interest in Ae more advanced F- 16, Sou A Korea so 
far has acquired rally F-5 aircraft, thus maintaining 
the tacit restraint that has long been demonstrated 
on both rides erf the demilitarized zone. North 
Korea has not received modem Soviet aircraft for 
nearly 10 years and has few aircraft even compar- 
able to Ae F-S, much less Ae F-16. If Ae South 
Koreans were to acquire more advanced aircraft, it 
would provide greater incentives for both Ae Soviet 
Union and North Korea to make whatever political 
accommodations wejre necessary to permit Ae 


resumption of sales of advanced equipment, a 
development that would be as troubling to China as 
to the United States and its ally, SouA Korea. 

Neither unrestricted sales nor crusades to end 
arms sales serve A& nation’s interests. Arms sales 
decisions axe more sensibly based on specific evahi-J 
ations of Aeir concrete political and military con-! 
texts. The Congress should play a role in Aese 
evaluations and has enacted the legislation neces- 
sary to make that possible. There is an increasing' 
tendency, however, to view Ae Congress simply as 
an obstacle to be manipulated. In Ae case of 
Morocco, for example, Ae UJS. administration's 
decision to sell King Hassan armed observation 
aircraft and anti-tank helicopters directly con- 
tra dieted Ae views of key congressional commit- 
tees. 

A combination of lobbying by Ae Moroccan gov- 
ernment and Ae erroneous if skillful portrayal of 
opposition to Ae deririon as supportive of Soviet 
expansionism has quieted congressional critics, 
however, leaving Ae previous opposition looking 
like just so much posturing. The experience has 
weakened sensitivity to congressional concerns. 

If Ae Congress wishes to be taken seriously in 
Aese decisions, it must forsake ideological 
extremes and demonstrate greater consistency; it 
need not, like Ae administration, swing with die 
current fashion. Diligent congressional watchful- 
ness, even short of direct vetoes, has a heal Ay effect 
on executive branch decision- making. (NYT)

Aeir veto outside Ae Security 
Council; Aey ought to take a 
strong action in an Arab summit 
conference or in any other Arab 
organization. 

The paper said Ae Arabs will 
have to take a determined and 
unified stance supported by Aeir 
military, economic and political 
prowess. They will have to pre-

Japanese 
family system 
crumbling

TOKYO - 

The family system, Ae prop Aat has sustained 
Japanese society from time immemorial, is crumbl- 
ing. 

. How deeply this is playing on Japanese emotions 
con be judged fromj Ae millions who for Ae last two 
years switched on Aeir televisions every week to 
follow the soap opera “Fu Fu” (husband and wife), 
.about a family in the process of disintegration. 

The plot revolted around a middle-aged 
mother's fight to perpetuate Ae traditional system 
that required a grown-up son, usually the eldest, to 
remain wkh his parents in Ae ancestral home even 
after marriage. (In the past the stress on Ae male 
.line was so strong that girl babies in rural com- 
munities were left on hillsides to die. Families wiA 
no male heir sometimes adopted a "spare” from 
someone else.) 

The eldest son in the TV drama found himself 
caught between Ae two women he loves: his 
mother, who demands he firffifl his obligations to 
Ae family, and Ae bride who wants her own home. 

Rarely have Japanese bad a chance to see both ® 
sides presented so candidly in a controversy Aaihas 
caused many tearful encounters in Japnese house- 
holds. 

MoAers wiA sons now marrying are mostly in 
their early fifties. During Ae poverty-stricken early 
postwar years they sacrificed everything to raise 
and educate their children and now would like to 
see some of Ae loyalty returned. In many Japanese 
families, the faAer is something of a stranger, 
■devoted to his employers and abdicating aU domes- { 
tic responsibility to his wife. 1 

In reaction to Aeir own harsh upbringing before I 
and during Ae war, Japanese postwar parents have \ 
indulged and spoiled their children. But Aeir hopes. ] 
Aat tins would be rewarded wiA devoted loyalty 
later haslargdy been betrayed. Commentatoft now

To counteract some of the combustible 
elements at work in the region, Shirawi sup- 
ports Arab unity, economic integration and 
more political participation in the Gulf states. 

While there are numerous destabilizing 
factors at work in the region, he termed Islam 
the great unifying element. 

One high-level U.S. diplomat and two 
former members of the American diplomatic 
corps all with a wide range of experience in 
Middle Eastern affairs, spoke at the two-day 
symposium. 

David Newsom, undersecretary of state for 
political affairs, used the for ums to send a 
clear administration signal to Iraq that the 
U.S. is ready to resume those diplomatic rela- 
tions broken since the 1967 war. It war 
Newsom who said a good argument could be 
made for calling the Gulf the center of the 
world, and he termed American ties with 
Gulf states “a central preoccupation of 
American foreign policy.” 

“Nowhere in the world today is there such 
a convergence of global interests ” Newsom 
said of the Gulf. The undersecretary sought 
to reassure Middle East nations that the 
United States is not bolstering its military 
presence in the region "to intervene in the 
affairs of the states of the region.” 

He also strongly emphasized that oil 
resources of the Gulf “belong to the inde- 
pendent states of the area," and U.S. 
strategic planning does not treat them as 
"ours.” 

Newsom, a former ambassador to Libya, 
did not advocate any internal political 
changes in Gulf societies. Instead he said 
“given the strength of the traditional societies 
of the Arabian peninsula, we do not see that 
the happenings in Iran need be a precursor to 
similar events elsewhere in the region.” 

Also in his address, Newsom indicated that 
the U.S. could resume normal ties with Iran 
once “it lives up to its fundamental respon- 
sibilities for the safety, well being and release 
of the hostages.” 

Two former diplomats — William J. Porter 
and Charles W. Yost — both had strong 
words of warning for the U.S. regarding its 
future relations with the region Gulf states. 
Porter, a former ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, chastised American policy for what 
he called “being more receptive to the pow- 
ers of pressure groups than to die interests of 
the United States.” 

He also harshly criticized the Carter Doc- 
trine as a ‘“strategy aimed at securing oil” 
and a “game we play by ourselves.” But cal- 
ling tensions endemic in the Gulf, Porter pre- 
dicted there will be more internal and exter- 
nal tendons before things improve. Particu- 
larly critical of die American no- talk policy

with the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO), Porter called the U.S. “unware” of 
the role the Palestinians play io forming 
attitudes of Arab nations toward the U.S. 

Speaking specifically about the Camp 
David peace accords. Porter, who served as 
undersecretary of state during President 
Gerald Ford's administration said the U.S. 
and Egypt are trying to impose an autonomy 
that neither Israel or the Palestinians want. 

Yost, a former U.S. ambassador to die 
United Nations, in addressing rivalry in the 
Gulf, called the oil wealth a “dubious bles- 
sing." 

He said some of the recent Soviet inroads 
in the area could be attributed to former Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissingers “shuttle 
diplomacy,” which Yost said left the Ruslans 
out of settling Middle East policy issues. 
“This made the Russians attempt to draw 
closer to some of the more radical Middle 
East governments." Yost concluded. 

Yost, joined the other Arab and American 
speakers in criticizing the West for what he 
called “carelessly allowing their economies to 
be dependent on Middle East ofl.” While he 
said the Soviet move into Afghanistan at the 
very least “opens opportunity for political 
pressure” on the Gulf, Yost asserted that the 
world should have been more stirred last year 
when the Soviet puppet government was 
installed iu Kabul. 

Whatever the Soviet intention, die inva- 
sion “increases apprehension in the region, 
which will grow if the Soviets, as expected 
must begin to import oil in die mid 1 980s, 
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Yost predicted. While he called the Gulf a 
"locus of rapid chaoge” and the “focus of 
superpower rivalry,” the former ambassador 
to Syria and Morocco doubts these tensions 
will lead to a confrontation in the near future. 

Yost, like Porter, also bad some critical 
remarks about the Camp David peace pro- 
cess and what he called the United States 
“failure to persuade Israel to make conces- 
sions.” Arab journalist Ahmad Bunaedddine 
also addressed the impact of the invasion in 
Afghanistan on the Gulf. Bahaeddine called 
-it a “smear” to the Arabs for the U.S. to 
dramatically ask the Soviets to withdraw 
from Afghanistan and aot address the prob- 
lem of Israel* s occupation of Arab lands. 

He and other speakers and panelists chal- 
lenged America’s reaction to the invasion. 

“ America always wants to send arms but you 
cannot make a strong army in a weak coun- 
try Bahaedddin stated. 

During his speech. Bahaeddine. who edits 
the well-known At -Arabi Magazine pub- 
lished in KuwaiLalso addressed thesodal con- 
flicts present in the Third World and how 
these conflicts manifest themselves into pol- 
icy making He said the conflict begins when 
poverty meets soda! injustice which then 
often translates into a rejection of Western

values. In addition to the conditions present 
iu the Third World that could lead to 
increased tensions, the editor and columnist 
said the huge oil resources and the upheaval 
in social structures create additional prob- 
lems in the Islamic world. 

“The greatest cause of tension now is bet- • 
ween the proponents of modernization and 
those who view modernization as a threat to 
Islam.” he said. Bahaeddine urged Gulf 
States to foster a political system that will 
take in the emerging classes. And he termed 
it a ” deadly mistake” for the United States to 
think that* “oppressive regimes can better 
protect their interest than more liberal ones." 

A former U.S. commander of Middle East 
naval forces speaking about U.S. strategic 
p lannin g for the Gulf following Iran crisis and 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan urged the 
United States to “think of the Gulf nations in 
terms of people and develop a startegy of 
mutual interest.” Retired Vice Admiral 
Marmaduke G. Bayne urged the U.S. to 
develop a strategy of mutual interest with the 
Gulf nations. 

Bayne was critical of the Rapid Deploy- 
ment Joint Task Force established under the 
a dminis tration's new focus on the region. 
“That concept implies that the region is cot 
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important enough to have its own 
force," Bayne said of the readiness force 
stationed at U.S. ‘bases, but trained to 
respond to crisis situations in the Middle 
East. 

What Bayne would like to see is an Indian 
Ocean Command under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, which would be more than a military 
command. Under Bayne's proposal, the U.S. 
forces would not be seen as only protectors erf 
American interests but would also lend tech- 
nical and disaster assistance and also profes- 
sional advice to Gulf military commands. 
Bayne, who now is a special assistant to the 
Dean of Georgetown University’s School of 
Foreign Service, also believes that the ques- 
tion of Palestine must be placed on the 
national agenda. 

He sees the “increasing shrillness of the 
Palestinian matter" and the complex 
dichotomy of the oil wealth in the Gulf as 
additional reasons that the U.S. should 
develop a “strategy of mutual interests with 
the Gulf nations.” 

Turning more specifically to economic 
issues. Ibrahim M- Oweiss, a Georgetown 
economics professor, share Bahraini minister 
Shirawi’ s interest in economic integration. 

While Shirawi made a strong point of Islam 
being a unifying factor in future cooperation, 
Oweiss also pointed out that the “Gulf 
nations share a heritage which predates 
Islam.” Saying that the most misuse of 
resources results from each small country 
building universities and international air- 
ports. Oweiss urged “complementary 
facilities to reduce waste.” 

Whiie he outlined the political and social 
benefits of regional cooperation, Oweiss also 
asserted that the cooperative tendencies 
would spill over into other areas. The Gulf 
has important political and economic lever- 
age. he said, which would be magnified if the 
states act as unit .Thomas Stauffer of Harvard 
University's Center for Middle Eastern 
Studies, followed Oweiss at the speaker's 
podium and brought the discussion, to die 
politics of Arab Gulf petroleum. 

Stressing that the West is “addicted” to 
Middle East oil, the -Harvard professor 
painted a glum picture for U.S. conversion to 
other energy sources during the next decade. 
Speaking of what he called the “perils of 
dependence" Stauffer set out several 
scenarios, involving both internal and exter- 
nal forces, which he said could result in dis- 
rupted oil supply to the West. However, he 
said more subtle developments, such as pro- 
duction scheduling and more state to state 
contracts for oil. could in the long term 
reduce the availability of Middle East ofl to 
the United States. 

“The question is not one of geodepletion, 
but rather one of access,” Stauffer forecast. 

While it is undear whether these pressures 
on the U.S., without confrontation, would be 
successful, Stauffer said “nevertheless it is 
destabilizing for the United States.” 

He also said the emergence of now political 
alignments between the Arabs and Europe 
and Japan, spell a “steady disassodation with 
the United States in die region.”

Ballot deadlines near 

Anderson now hesitant on independent hid 


NEW YORK. May 3 (AP) — U S. Rep- 
resentative John B. Anderson is voicing sec- 
ond thoughts about his independent quest 
for the presidency, one week after launching 
the campaign with a drive to win a position on 
the November general election ballots in four 
states. 

The veteran Illinois congressman acknow- 
ledged it would be “ a serious blow ” if his 
supporters fail to meet deadlines next week 
for presenting enough signatures to get his 
name on the ballot in Massachusetts and 
Michigan. 

Anderson told a news conference in Bos- 
ton he has set as a “ threshold " die end of 
May to decide if he can pick up enough sup- 
port to continue his campaign outside die two 


major political parties. 

While the congressman talked of an uncer- 
tain political future. President Jimmy Car- 
ter's economic policies were coming under 
fresh attack following the governments 
report that unemployment soared from 6.2 
per cent in March to 7 per cent in April. 

Former President Gerald R. Ford asserted 
that Outer’s handling of the economy could 
end up costing him the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. He said Sen. Adward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts might end up get- 
ting the nomination by the time the Democ- 
rats hold their convention in New York this 
August. 

In providing an assessment of his cam- 
paign, Anderson said that within the next 


four to five weeks, it should become dear if 
legal obstacles to getting his name on enough 
state ballots can be overcome. 

The 58 -year- old Anderson dropped out of 
competition for the Republican presidential 
nomination last week and has been cam- 
paigning across the country as an indepen- 
dent since then. 

Ford described Carter's handling of the 
economy as “ catastrophic. " 

“ I don’t think the president ought to rule 
out Senator Kennedy being a very formidable 
candidate at the Democratic convention,’’ 
the former Republican president told a news 
conference at Dartmouth College in New 

Hampshire 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, May 3 
(AP) — Radio stations in San Slavador 
reported on Friday- that a coup against the 
civilian- military junta has been attempted 
and thwarted, but the government said the 
reports were false. 

Junta member Jose Napoleon Duarte 
denied there had been a coup or a coup 
attempt but said there had been attempts in 
recent days by a retired rightist military 
officer to stir up dissent among soldiers in 
various barracks. 

Duarte said former security forces intellig- 
ence chief and ultra-rightist Robe a 
DAbuisson has been speaking with soldiers 
and condemning junta military members Col. 
Adolfo Majano and Col. Jaime Gutierrez. 
The two colonels serve with Duarte and 
Antonio Morales Erlich, who are Christian 
Democrats. 2 nd Jose Ramon Avalos Navar- 
rette, a neutral, on the junta. 

The two colonels engineered the coup that 
toppled the government of Gen. Carlos 
Humberto Romero last'OcL 15. 

Sigfrido Munes. the government secretary 
of information, said “these are rumors ... 
aimed at discrediting the government.” 

The radio reports said unidentified factions 
in the country planned to replace Majano and 
Erlich. 

The reports gave no reason for the alleged 
plot and did not say if any action had been 
taken by the government. They said only a 
coup was attempted and halted, without 
elaboration. 

In a related development, a cabinet minis- 
ter resigned Friday, the fourth to quit in less 
than a month, and government said two more 
were expected to quit soon. 

There was no official announcement, but 
newspapers published the text of a letter res- 
ignation tendered by Roberto Salazar Can- 
del, minister of economic planning. Treasury 
Minister Roberto Average quit on Tuesday. 

No reason for the resignation was given, 
but government sources who asked anonym- 
ity said the two left because of disagreements 
with the junta's policies. The sources said 
Agriculture Minister Octavio Orellana Solis 
and Julio Alfredo Samayoa of labor were also 
expected to step down. 
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U.S. unemployment 
leaps .8 % in April 


. WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) - The 
United States unemployment rate shot up 
from 6.2 per cent to 7 per cent in April, the 
highest level in 2 Vi years and a powerful sign 
that the economy is being squeezed by the 
vise of recession, the government reported 
Friday. 

It was the largest one-month Increase in 
the jobless rate in more than three decades. 
The Labor Department said the number of 
Americans without jobs grew by 825,000 
from March to 7.3 million, with the largest 
unemployment increases coming in the 
stumping construction and auto industries. 

The rise in the jobless rate was the steepest 
for one month since January 1975, when the 
nation was in the grip of its last recession. 


Even more startling was the leap in unemp- 
loyment among adult men from 4.9 per cent 
to 5.9 per cent, the largest monthly increase 
since October 1949. 

The jobless figures parallel other recent 
economic indicators pointing to a recession 
and lend new evidence to revised predictions 
that the downturn will be substantial deeper 
than President Carter is forecasting. 

Hie president has predicted a “short and 
mild" recession with unemployment rising to 
72 per cent by the end of this year and stay- 
ing at about that level through 1981. Some 
government economists, however, say 
unemployment now may rise to as much as 8 
or 9 per cent, matching the peak jobless fig- 
ures during the 1974-75 recession. 


Sweden strike expands 


STOCKHOLM, May 3 (Agencies) — 
Sweden was swept by strikes and lockouts 
affecting nearly a million workers Friday as 
its biggest-ever labor conflict escalated. 

The Swedish Employer’s Federation 
(SAF) announced i t was extending its lockout 
of 750,000 blue-collar workers, planned to 
last a week, by another three days to May 1 1 . 

SAF Director Olof Ljunggren said the 
extension was prompted by the fact that the 
Confederation of Trade Unions (LO) had put 
100,000 member workers on an indefinite 
strike. 

He warned the lockout could be extended 
even further at an SAF meeting Monday. 
Any escalation of the conflict by either party 
must be announced one week in advance, the 
one thing labor and management agree upon 
in this bitter struggle over a new one-year 
wage contract 

The Transport Worker’s Union, retaliat- 
ing to the SAF move, immediately called an 
indefinite strike at oil companies, including a 
stop of all transport of petroleum products, 
beginning May 9 in a country which gets 70 
per cent of its energy needs from imported 
oil. 


“We are dosing Sweden now," the trans- 
port worker’s chief negotiator Bertil Gus- 
tavsson said. Exempted from the strike was 
the Swedish cooperative which holds- 15-20 
per cent of the oil and gasoline market 

The factory worker’s union called a strike 
at three of Sweden’s four refineries, exclud- 
ing the Scanravf semi- cooperative, from May 
threatening Sweden with an acute lack of 
gasoline in about two weeks. 

SAF estimated that the private sector con- 
flict, which dosed most factories, ports and 
mines and disrupted internal transport 
would cost 400-600 million crowns ($ 95-$, 
140 million) per day, 40 per cent of that 
hitting the unions. 


In both sectors, government- appointed 
mediation commissions were shuttling bet- 
ween employers and unions, but no new 
offers from the mediators were expected. 

Earlier tins week the 22 million- member 
LO turned down an offer of a 23 per cent 
wage increase. They want 1 13 per cent and 
public-sector onions have made similar 
demands.

Hunts deny manipulation scheme 


WASHINGTON. May 3 (AP) — The bil- 
lionaire Hunt Brothers assured Congress 
Friday that they were victims, not man- 
ipulators, of the collapse of silver prices and 
denied attempting to corner the market. 

Nelson Bunker Hunt and William Haibert 
Hunt also confirmed that negotiations for a $ 
l billion loan have been completed to settle 
their financial problems arising from the 
dramatic drop in silver prices at the end of 
March. 


In testimony before the House Govern- 
ment Operations Subcommittee on Com- 
merce. consumer and monetary affairs, which 
had threatened them with a jail sentence for 
their failure to answer a subpoena earlier this 
week, the Hunts denied reports that their 
holdings approached two-thirds of the 
world's supply of silver. 

But Herbert Hunt said he held about 7.5 
million ounces of silver at the end of March 
while Bunker Hunt estimated his holdings at 
10 milli on ounces. The billionaire brothers 
denied acting together to comer the silver 
market for speculative purposes. The Hunts 
side-stepped most questions about the 
amount of sflver (they own, their . .. profits 
and the losses they suffered as silver price 
dim bed to $ 50 an ounce in January before 
falliqg to $ 10 in March. 

Herbert Hunt said he. B unk er and Tamar 
Hunt will put silver, contracts for future silver 


purchases, coal properties and stocks into a 
limited partnership, amounting to more than 
$ 2.45 billion in assets. The partnership will 
liquidate the Hunts' silver over a considerable 
period of time. Herbert Hunt said. He said 
terms of the loan will prohibit the money 
from being used for further speculation. 

Herbert Hunt said the collapse of sflver 
prices came after the commodity markets 
acted last fall to increase margin require- 
ments for silver contracts and to Emit die 
number of contracts that could be held. At 
die time, the Hunts were buying futures con- 
tracts — rights to purchase sflver at a future 
date at a certain price, while paying only a 
fraction of the metal's full market value. 
Herbert Hunt said most buyers could not stay 
in the market after margin requirements were 
increased, and many traders had to dispose of 
their contracts. 

“ The natural result of these artificial fac- 
tors was to drive the price of sflver down after 
it drove the price of silver up." he said. 
“ Mine was the distressful economic situation 
of being compelled to be a seller without a 
buyer. " 

When the Hunts could not meet a margin 
call from their brokers — a demand tor more 
money to meet their commitments — the 
market collapsed, endangering the financial 
viability at many Hunt creditors, including 
the nation s second largest brokerage house, 
the Bade Group, Inc.

Japan, Mexico set oil deaftj 


MEXICO OTY, May 3 ( AP) — Japanese 
Prane Mimster Masayoshi Ohira,m the first 


Jose LopezPortiOo, tried to convince a reluc- 
tant Mexico Friday to make up atleast part of 
die defidt from ban's discontinued oil sup- 
pEes to Japan. 

A Japanese spokesman said Japan “wants 
to buy as modi oil from Mexico as it can,” 
however, Mexico has limited its production 
for tile next two years, to try stem inflation 
caused by the big influx afpetro-doHais. and 
most of that ean naricedfor export already 
has been committed. 

Japan signed an agreement with Mexico 
last year to buy 100,000 barrels a day, with 
the first s h i pm e nts expected to begin in the 
fan. Test shipments were made earlier this 
year to try the crude in Japanese refineries. 

Iran’s cut-off last month of the 500,000 
bands it shipped daily to Japan has forced it 
to search for alternate supplies. Ayatollah 
Ruhoflah Khomeinfs regime suspended 
shipmen ts after Japan announced support of 
the economic embargo the European Com- 
mon Market slapped on Iran for its holding of 
53 American hostages. 

Japanese diplomats were talking of trying 
to buy an additional 200,000 to 300,000 bar- 
rels a day from Mexico. They also are pri- 
vately trying to favor Mexico because it 
refuses to join the Organization of Oil Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries cartel, which 
they see as restrictive to Mexico’s export of a 
steady supply. 

Mexico not only refuses to become a 
member of OPEC, but also abstains from 
selling an the spot market to the highest bid- 
der. Instead, it sells only under long-term 
contracts of at least a year and renegotiates 
fixed prices with all its customers every quar- 
ter. 

At the cuirent price of $ 32 a barrel, Mex- 
ico is expected to receive $ 3 baUion to $ 11 
billion this year in export revenue. I [is limit- 
ing production to 2.5 milli on barrels daily for 
the next two years approximately half of that 
already committed for export and more than 
50 per emt af it to the United States. 

Mexico pow ranks as the world’s sixth 
richest oil nation, with proven reserves of 33 
billion bands and potential reserves of 132 
billion.

The player who always 
plunges ahead without thought 
is sure to run into trouble from 
time to time — as shown in 
this deal where West leads a 
spade against three notrump. 

Most declarers would 
impulsively win East’s king 
wife the ace and attack dubs 
by leading the ace. With West 
showing out on the first chib 
lead, they would quickly find 
themselves in difficulty aid, 
in fact, they would end up 
gang down one or more 
tricks.

Only a 4-0 
dub division can place tbe 
contract in jeopardy, and 
declarer therefore starts 
thinking of whether be can 
overcome this distribution if it 
exists.

This careful shot pays 
marvelous dividends. East 
wins tbe dub nine with the ten 
and returns a spade, but be is 
already fLghtmg a losing 
cause.

Pentagon orders Cruise production

Boeing company 
to build 3,418 


in seven years 

WASHINGTON. May 3 (AP) — The 
Pentagon has ordered a start on full pro- 
duction of the bomber-launched Cruise 
missile and decided that _ the Boeing 
Aerospace Co. should build all 3,418 
weapons planned. 

Deputy Defense Secretary W. Graham 
Claytor Jr. in effect approved a decision 
by a top-level defense council, which, in 
turn, had endorsed the air force - s choice of 
the Boeing design over a competing 
Cruise missile offered by General Dynam- 
ics Corp. 

Awarding the fuel production to Boeing 
could yield that giant aerospace company 
up to S 2 billion over a period of about 
seven years. 

Claytor and the council rejected an 
option that would have required 3ocingto 
share the job of building the air frame and

assembling the missile with General 
Dynamics. 

However, Claytor indicated in a 
memorandum that General Dynamics 
could serve as a backup production source 
if the Boeing program runs into cost or 
production problems. 

The Claytor decision was accompanied 


by an award of a S 141.6 million contract 
to Boeing for production of the first 225 
Cruise missiles beginning this year, with 
an option for 480 more next year. 

The first fiscal 1980 production 
deliveries are scheduled to begin in 
November 1981 from the Boeing plant in 
Seattle, Washington. 


Meanwhile, Boeing will be required to 
conduct further test and-evaluaiion Sights 
of its Cruise missile. 

The Cruise missile, basically a small 
plane powered by a jet engine, is regarded 
by Pentagon officials as one of the key 
U.S. strategic weapons for the future to 
deter any Soviet nuclear attack. 


Tehran claims discovery 
of 10th U.S. commando 


TEHRAN, May 3 'AP) — Iran has 
claimed the diarred body of an American 
commando — supposedly the 10th killed in 
last week’s hostage rescue attempt — was 
from the burned- out aircraft hulk at the 
desert site where the mission was cut short in 
fiery failure. 

U.S. officials have insisted since the opera- 
tion was aborted that only eight American 
servicemen died, all in the collision of a 
transport plane and a helicopter as die rescue 
team was preparing to depart from Iran. 

The militants holding 50 American hos- 
tages issued a new bitter attack against U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter, accusing him of 
mastennirding Wednesdays seizure of the 

In a statertw ircLo-^i'xenrairfcaaidrQfty 
said the London takeover makes resolution 
of the U.S. hostage crisis “more difficult/' 

The militants also said they had sent more 
of their hostages out of Tehran, this time to 
the northeastern dty of Mashhad. The hos- 
tages. who Saturday spent their 182nd day in 
captivity, have now reportedly been dis- 
persed to eight provincial dries, with some 
remaining at the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

In another development, the interior 
ministry announced that the second and final 
round of elections for the new Iranian parli- 
ament will be held next Friday. May 9, 
Tehran Radio reported. 


Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini says 
the parliament must decide the fate of the 
American hostages. But it is not expected to 
take up the issue until June or later. 

Last weekend. Ayatollah Khalkhali, a 
leading Iranian revolutionary who oversaw 
the recovery of commando bodies from the 
desert, said die remains of nine Americans 
had been found in the area, near Tabas, in the 
Dasht-E-Kavir Desert 200 miles southeast of 
Tehran. 

The Iranian news agency Pais Friday 
quoted a local army commander in the area as 
saving a 1 Oth American body had been found 
in "the wreckage. 

The report could not otherwise be con-

missed those claims and identified only eight 

dead. 

Pars, whose report was relayed by Tehran 
Radio, also quoted the commander as saying 
one of the navy RH-53 helicopters aban- 
doned at the scene had been repaired and 
taken to Tehran. 

There was no new word on the disposition 
of the American bodies. Iranian President 
AboUiassan Bani-Sadr has said they will be 
sent to the United States via intermediaries 
without preconditon. But Ayatollah 
Beheshti. first secretary of the Revolutionary 
Council, says Khomeini or the council must 
decide what to do with the remains. 


But problems persist 

Mrs. Thatcher* s nerve strong 


LONDON, May 3 (AP) — In the year 
since she swept to power with a mandate to 
turn Britain onto the conservative path, Mar- 
garet Thatcher has watched most of the coun- 
try's problems get worse. 

Europe's first woman prime minister 
shows no sign of losing her nerve, however. 

“We did not promise you instant sun- 
shine," she declared recently. The clouds are 
not hard to find: 

— Inflation nudging 2U per cent, nearly 
twice the rate when she was elected last May 
3, and the worst of any major industrial 
nation. 

— Unemployment passing 6 per cent, the 
highest in Britain since world war II. 

— Industrial production stagnant, with 
recent output depressed below last year's 
level by a 1 3-week steel strike which ended 
April 1, the longest national walkout since 
World War II. 

With an immense capacity for work and 
passionate conviction she is right, Mrs. 
Thatcher has set out to rescue Britain from 
what she terms “the drab, gray world of 
socialism." 

She has argued down cabinet colleagues 
who don't share her total faith in the healing 
powers of strict monetarism, which is pre- 
dictably turning out to be a painful cure: 
three rounds of government spending cuts, 
labor union curbs too soft for her liking but 
sufficient to anger labor leaders into calling a 
one-day general strike for May 14, and high 
interest rates that have hit every home-buyer 
and business. 


When she took office with a comfortable 
44-seat majority in the 635-member House 
of Commons, Mrs. Thatcher stood on the 
steps of the prime minister’s residence at 10 
Downing Street and quoted St. Francis of 
Assisi: “ Where there is discord, may we bring 
harmony" 

It hasn’t been like that. 

The 54-year old prime minister has been 
bold, leading an administration regarded by 
some observers as Britain's most radical (or 
30 years. Instead of an expanding welfare 
state replete with propped-up nationalized 
industries and financed by heavy borrowing, 
Thatcher conservatives believe Britain 
should only spend what it earns. 

She has taken a high-risk gamble which, 
without North Sea oil riches could prove dis- 
astrous. Her opponents still believe that it 
will. 

But the relentlessness of the administra- 
tion led by the “iron lady” — the Soviet 
epithet for her — has produced some results. 

Mrs. Thatcher s refusal to intervene in the 
1 3-week strike at state-owned British Steel 
and a major dispute at car giant British Ley- 
land led to eventual defeats for union milit- 
ants.

Afghan troops guard schools 


NEW DELHI, May 3 (AFP) — Afghan 
troops, tanks and armored care were guard- 
ing the educational institutions in Kabul 
Saturday, amidst reports of sporadic violence 
and stone throwing by students, the Press-. 
Trust of India news agency reported from the 
Afghan capital. 

Soviet- piloted gunsnips were seen flying 
frequently over the capital in an apparent 
attempt to frustrate the students who organ- 
ized a massive anti-Soviet demonstration in 
Kabul from April 27 to 29. 

Students had be’cu forced to confine them- 
selves to their classes and several hundred 
had been arrested, PTI said. The situation in 


several major Afghan dries was described as 
tense with combat troops guarding highways 
and Soviet tanks patroling the deserted 
. streets in Kabul after the anti-Soviet protests

NICOSIA, May 3 ( AP) — Cyprus' director 
of antiquities has said he has found evidence 
to support the theory that iron weapons first 
were forged on Cyprus and then exported to 
the Aegean in the era following the Trojan 
War. 

Dr. Vassos Karageorghis said new 
archaeological discoveries near Paphos, ou 
the island’s west coast, also lent credence to 
the mythical tradition that the ancient port 
city was founded 3,000 years ago by Greek 
settlers in the backwash of the devastating 
10- year Trojan War in the 12th century B.C. 

Karageorghis said he and bis unearthed 
daggers, spear heads and knives in excavating 
35 tombs dating back to 1 100 B.C. near the 
village of Kouklia, just to the south of New 
Paphos. Kouklia is the site of ancient Paphos. 

The weapons correspond to arms found in . 
Greece of a later period, “ But, according to 
recent theories, they must have been made in 
Cyprus, where the working of iron was first 
discovered and from where iron weapons 
exported to the Aegean, ’’ Karageorghis said. 

The theories have been supported by Dr. 
A. Snodgrass, professor of classical archaeol- 
ogy at Britain's Cambridge University and 
tjte late Riot -Vincent D^sborough of Oxford, 

. accordingto the Cypnot archaeology. Snod- 
' grass i^ceritiy vjsited this east Mediterranean 
is&nd and examined the Paphos finds. 

• Karageoighis described the items found in 
■tl¥ tombs as vyr>; rich. “They include clay 
a vas5s; in a tamely of forpts -and interesting 
decotatibn, bronie vessel^ arms of bronze 
« and iron, jejvellery ofgold, silver and bronze 
and all these demonstrate the wealth of 
Paphos in the 11th century B.C., ” he said. 


Karageorghis, said the most important dis- 
covery was a brief Greek inscription on a 
bronze skewer found in one of the tombs. 

“ This is the earliest evidence which we 
have for the use of the Greek language in 
Cyprus and in particular of the Arcadian 
dialect, from which the Arcado- Cypriot 
dialect developed in the historical period, ” 
he added. 

“ It is satisfying to see how the mythical 
tradition of the foundation of Paphos by 
Agape nor, the leader of the Arcadians in the 
Trojan War, now becomes a reality,” 
Karageorghis said. 

The Arcadians stem from central Greece 
and joined forces with other Greek kingdoms 
against the Trojans. 

He said that excavations will continue this 
year, “ In view of the importance of the dis- 
coveries to the archaeology of Cyprus in gen- 
eral and of Paphos in particular. ’’ 


Chinese desert shifts 


PEKING, May 3 (AFP) - One of Com- 
munist China’s largest aeserts, the Tak- 
lamakan in the northwestern Tarim basin, is 
shifting 10 to 15 meters .every year. 

This was disclosed by New China News 
Agency (NCNA) in a report on publication ' 
for the first time since 1949 Of a map of 
China's 128 milfion hectares of desert land. 

Last year the official Chinese press wafned * 
that the desert in inner Mongolia was gradu- * 
ally creeping towards Peking because of 
large-scale tree cutting over the last few - 
decades.

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Scientists 
eye ancient 
star blast

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) — Radia- 
tion spewed by the massive explosion of a 
neutron star 150,000 years ago has been 
recorded by nine satellites and is providing 
Startling new scientific information about the 
uqi verse, the. Rational Areronajitics arid 
Space Administration has safd.‘ \ 

Ttie eruption 'occurred trillions of kilomet- 
■ers away in-'space./in .Ihe large Magellanic 
cloud, -anti it was. only recently that -light 
w fives from the’event reached the vicinity of- 
the earth: * i . - 

The explosion was the largest burst of 
gamma rays ever recorded and marked the 
first time that such a burst has been traced to 
an known astronomical object. 

The satellite data also provided the first 
evidence of a neutron star vibration. These 
vibrations could be the source of gravita- 
tional radiation, until now only theorized on 
the basis of Einstein’s theory of relativity. 

The explosion was measured by devices 
aboard five satellites developed by the 
United States, three by the Soviet Union and 
one launched jointly by the U.S. and Britain. 
French experiments were aboard the Russian 
craft. 

The unique event initially puzzled scien- 
tists of the four nations untD they pooled their 
data. Initial analysis of the information and 
theory development were completed this 
week, NASA said. 

Gamma ray bursts are one of the greatest 
scientific mysteries in the universe. They are 
erratic pulses of rays that appear every month 
or so and flash across the solar system. At 
maximum strength a gamma ray unit packs 
several million times as much energy as a unit 
of ordinary visible light. 

Findings about the March 5 eruption tend 
to support earlier scientific speculation that 
gamma rays can be generated oaly by a high 
energy process, such as the explosion of a star

Tito continues 
improvement, 
doctors report 


BELGRADE. May 3, (R) — Doctors 
treating President Josip Broz Tito said Satur- 
day that slight improvements in his condition 
reported in the past few days were continu- 
ing. 

But a medical bulletin from the Ljubljana 
Cfinic where the 87-year-old Yugoslav 
leader is undergoing treatment described his 
state of health as still very grave. Earlier this 
week his team of eight specialists said the pres- 
ident had palled out of a state of shock which 
was immediately endangering his life. 

In following bulletins they then announced 
that his pneumonia, liver troubles and diges- 
tive problems were abating. Saturday's bulle- 
tin said : “ The slight improvement in the 
health of President of the Republic Josip 
Broz Tito, achieved in the last days, persists. 
However, the general slate of health of the 
comrade . president remains very grave. 
Intensive treatment continues. " 

The Yugoslav leader's long illness began 
four months ago when he was admitted to the 
hospital for a check on blood circulation 
problems in his legs. 

After the failure of a bypass operation to 
relieve a blocked artery his left leg was ampu- 
tated in mid- January and in the following 
month his health began a steady and serious 
decline. 

Tito is also suffering from kidney failure. ■ 
heart weakness, jaundice, a septic infection 
and diabetes.
